The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record, Craven et al., discloses equalizing sound used 
a combined response of a loudspeaker and room transfer function which includes using a 
microphone with pickup the transfer function/impulse responses and outputting via a 
loudspeaker, wherein the collected response is processed via a digital compensation filter which 
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accounts for delay and amplitude control, and the filter outputs to a crossover filter, therein. 
However, Craven et al. fail to disclose post processing and storing therein as claimed.
